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Fire Inspector Finds Fiarnmabie Liquid 

DePasco Fire 
Definitely Arson 


Fire inspectors have deter¬ 
mined that the early morning 
fire last Friday which did 
about $70,000 worth of dam¬ 
age to the Tony De Pasco 
Spanish style home at 205 
N. Sunnyside was caused by 
arson. 

The fact that the De Pas- 
cos were out of town on 
their honeymoon might have 
saved their lives since the 
entire house had extreme 
smoke damage and the living 
room was totally destroyed, 
throuigh the lath and plaster. 

The Sierra Madre Fire De¬ 
partment call came at 6;48 
a.m. Friday, according to 
fire Inspector Bill Kramer, 
and the fire was totally ex¬ 
tinguished at 7:04 a.m. 

Kramer said each room 


“had been sloshed with a 
flammable liquid and a con¬ 
tainer was found in the living- 
room where the heaviest 
damage resulted." 

Since the electric stove was 
found in an “on” position, 
even the knobs were removed 
for possible fingerprints which 
are being investigated by the 
Los Angeles Sheriff’s De¬ 
partment crime lab. 

Kramer says after entry 
was made into the house, the 
arsonist apparently sloshed 
the back bedrooms, moved 
into the den, covered the liv¬ 
ing room with the flammable 
liquid, then set fire to the 
last room. 

Kramer says the fire must 
have got away from the 
arsonist since he exited

through the front door. 

“There’s a strong pos¬ 
sibility he or she (the arson¬ 
ist) might be burned,” Kra¬ 
mer told the News. The 
fire department immediately 
contacted the Hospital Emer¬ 
gency Alert Radio. Every 
hospital belongs to that fre¬ 
quency and is contacted in 
that way to keep on the look¬ 
out for burn victims. 

Kramer says he is still get¬ 
ting calls about people who 
have been burned. The 
arson team from all the Foot¬ 
hill fire departments investi¬ 
gates each call. 

There is presently an in¬ 
vestigation into the identifi¬ 
cation of the owner of a dark 
blue stationwagon seen by a 
volunteer fireman across the 
street from the burned resi¬ 
dence about 6:20 or 6:30 that 
same morning. 

Motives are being isolated, 
Kramer reports. He told the 
News confidentally that at 
this time there is evidence he 
cwnot divulge concerning 
the size of the person and 
general description. 

While investigation con¬ 
tinues, the News was able to 
contact the De Pasco’s 
daughter, who stated, “My 
father’s never had an enemy 
in the world.None of us can 
imagine that the arson attack 
was directed at him personal¬ 
ly. I’d hate to have anyone 
else in town go through what 
we have gone through this 
last week.”

Small hospitals can no longer 
stand alone and afford to 
provide and maintain 
the necessary health care re¬ 


sources required today for an 
acute care facility. For a small 
hospital to survive it has 
become necessary that they 
join together facilities. The 
proposed affiliation will give 
Sierra Madre Community 
Hospital many of the health

Sierra Madre City Council 
got tough with Teleprompter 
at their meeting Tuesday 
evening and said in effect: 
Either accept our new fran¬ 
chise or it’s all over. 

In reality, the city govern¬ 
ing body decided to put to¬ 
gether a new franchise to be 
signed on or before Oct. 29. 
If Teleprompter decides to 
retain their new franchise 
and not honor the new fran¬ 
chise, a public hearing will be 
held at which time the coun¬ 
cil would probably revoke 
the franchise. 

The first bone of conten¬ 
tion brought up Tuesday eve¬ 
ning was a letter signed by 
Teleprompter attorneys de¬ 
livered just before the coun¬ 
cil meeting. 

Councilman Charles Corp 
seemed to echo other coun- 
cilmen when he said, “I don’t 
think it’s appropriate to study 
this (the letter). I’m irritated. 
In this whole six-month peri 
iod we’ve received no infor¬ 
mation from Teleprompter 
(until this minute).” 

_CouncilnianJ[.om_£dward5 

agreed, “This is just another 
technique of delay tactics.” 

The audience urged read¬ 
ing all four pages of the let¬ 
ter which included in part, 
“Despite encountering num¬ 
erous problems, we are happy 
to report the Sierra Madre 
rebuild has been successful. . 
. . As of this date, all four 
phases of construction have 
been completed and turned 
on. The system is fully active 
as to every point in the City. 

“A test of the system by 
taking a drop from any point 
in the system will reveal that 
Teleprompter is in fact pro¬ 
viding the requisite 12 chan¬ 
nels with acceptable quality. 
Telcprompter is therefore 
legally in compliance with 
the permit (franchise) agree¬ 
ment executed in 1%3 . . . 
While it is our position that 
Teleprompter is legally in 
compliance with the existing 
franchise agreement, we can 
appreciate the fact that some 


of our subscribers have not 
yet seen the total effect of 
Teleprompter’s efforts. 

“Due to resident reluctance 
to accept the converter box 
and individual scheduling 
problems, the majority of 
subscribers have yet to be 
placed with converter boxes. 
When these subscribers have 
converters placed, the entire 
city will be operating off the 
new system .. . 

“Teleprompter is commit- 
ed to create a ‘state-of art’ 
system for the City of Sierra 
Madre. It has already spent 
over S1.3 million to that end. 

“While Teleprompter is 
legally in full compliance with 
the existing permit (fran¬ 
chise) agreement, we believe 
the exercise of patience will 
benefit our subscribers in the 
very near future.” 

Jim Haas, a member of the 
Cable TV Advisory Commit¬ 
tee to the Sierra Madre City 
Council, summed up the 
problem by offering, “Un¬ 
fortunately, Teleprompter is 
working through their own 
plan and not through our 
plan ... To use the 12- 
channel system you don’t 
have to install that equip¬ 
ment yet . . . What they do 
is move all stations over 1 Vi 
megaherts to make sure they 
don’t interfere with each 
other. Frank Russo (at 
Rambeau’s TV) says you can 
do that on most sets that 
have fine tuning.” 

About the letter written 
and signed by Teleprompter 
Attorney Walter Karabian, 
Haas said, “This letter is a 
lot of sabre rattling. If they 
don’t want to sign up to our 
new franchise, 1 think we’d 
be stupid to not fight them to 
the end. The new franchise 
(much like San Marino’s) 
does have teeth in it.” 

Haas also stated that 
there’s no way they can help 
bedridden patients since the 
cable company has abandoned 
the remote control for the 
converter.

Mountjoy Urges Petition-Signing Now 


Assemblyman Richard 
Mountjoy, R-61st District, 
told the Sierra Madre Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce that the 
recently passed reapportion¬ 
ment plans are a “complete 
gerrymander of the entire 
state of California.” 

The plans outline the boun¬ 
daries for the State’s As¬ 
sembly, State Senate and 
Congressional districts. The 
lines are redrawn every de¬ 
cade to account for changes 
in population. 

Mountjoy used maps to 
show that the districts were 
drawn in such a way that 
they could guarantee control 
of the Legislature for the 
next decade to a “samll band 
of liberals,” Mountjoy re¬ 
ported. 

Mountjoy added: “This is 
not a fight between Demo¬ 
crats and Republicans. Many 
Democrats oppose this reap¬ 
portionment plan. It really 
is a fight between liberals and 
conservatives.” 


Mountjoy showed the 
chamber the map of one state 
Senate district that put north¬ 
ern Pasadena in the same 
seat as Bakersfield. He said 
the rationale for such a move 
was that Senator Walter 
Stiern, the incumbent in the 
district, needed the inclusion 
lOf Pasadena’s liberal north 
area because the Democrats 
in Stiern’s area are too con¬ 
servative. 

He also showed the cham¬ 
ber a map of the new dis¬ 
trict for State Senator Bill 
Richardson. The new*district 
runs from Azusa east to the 
Arizona border and then 
north along the Nevada 
border to Mono Lake, which 
is as far north as San Fran¬ 
cisco. 


Chamber President David 
May quipped, “Has he (Rich¬ 
ardson) reported this to the 
rape center?” 


Mountjoy said that the re¬ 
apportionment plan “is sim¬ 
ply a bad plan. It divides cities 
and counties all over the state 
for the sake of liberal con¬ 
trol. Dividing cities and coun¬ 
ties between Legislative dis¬ 
tricts not only disenfranchises 
the people inthe cities, it 
is a direct violation of the 
Constitution of the State of 
California.” 

Mountjoy added that the 
plan guarantees control of 
the Legislature to liberals. 
He predicted that if the plan 
becomes law, businesses 
would probably face a split 
property tax role in the near 
future. A split tax role would 
tax businesses at a different 
and presumably higher, rate 
than residences, he remarked. 

Mountjoy stated, “The 
liberals have wanted a split 
role for some time, but they 
haven’t had control of two- 
thirds of the Slate Legisla¬ 


ture. This plan would give 
them, the two-thirds. This is 
just one of the many ways 
I that they’ll continue to dis- 
' mantle Proposition 13.” 

Mountjoy told the cham¬ 
ber that the only way to stop 
Ireapportionment plans was 
by putting the issue before 
the people in the form of a 
referendum. Mountjoy said 
supporters of the referendum 
have until Nov. 18 to collect 
the signatures of 346,119 reg¬ 
istered voters. 

The petition is being cir¬ 
culated in Sierra Madre by 
Gardner Thurman at 355-3027 
or Bob Hession at 355-6622. 

Thurman, Sierra Madre 
Republican party president, 
reported to the News Tues¬ 
day morning the following 
signature totals from peti 
tions as of Monday evening: 

Arcadia, 213; Azusa, 17; 
Duarte, 80; Monrovia, 26; 


San Gabriel, 276; Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, 421; Temple City, 299. 

Thurman says one indivi¬ 
dual, Joe Earl, has collected 
262 signatures alone. 

Sierra Madre has collected 
about 20‘t^ir of the total of 
2148. The goal, Thurman re¬ 
ports, is 7000 signatures. These 
are completed verified peti¬ 
tions only since incomplete 
petitions have not been col¬ 
lected, Thurman adds. 

Regular Republican voters 
will receive a mini-registra¬ 
tion in the mail this week. 
From those Thurman es¬ 
timates 9000 signatures re¬ 
turned.

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Blood needed 
desperately 

There Is an apparent need for blood, and 
several facilities are open now to receive blood 
from Foothill communities. 

“Blood cannot be stockpiled, so donors 
are needed every day of the year,’’ according 
to Edwina Morris of the Sierra Madre branch, 
Pasadena Chapter of the Red Cross. 

She continues, “The period of time in 
which blood must be transfused after it is do¬ 
nated varies from only a few hours to 35 
days, for that reason, volunteer blood donors 
are urged to give regularly so that an ade¬ 
quate supply of blood can be maintained in 
all of the 220 hospitals In Los Angeles and 
Orange Counties.” 

Donors may give every 56 days and those 
times of blood-giving may not exceed five times 
a year. Persons who weigh less than 110 
pounds are Ineligible.

From what I have been 
jable to gather from talking to 
people and reading articles, 
I am one of the few in this 
town who was happy with 
my cable service. I never ex¬ 
pected to be writing a letter 
of complaint. I never blamed 
the Cable Co. for the fact 
that a fire burned through 
the main cable or for the 
sabotage that I heard was re¬ 
sponsible for the interruption 
of our service. I saw the city 
'icrew break two Edison Co. 

I lines when they were trim¬ 
ming trees across the street 
I from us, resulting in the loss 
of cable service to subscribers. 

As I understand it the Cable 
Co. says we will receive bet¬ 
ter service and more pluses 
from this “little black box” 
which we as subscribers are 
now having hooked to our 
sets. In our case this already 
is not so. We are still able 
to use our remote, but have 
lost channel 5. This is a 
lessening in service. I under¬ 
stand that a great many 
people with remote controls 
are not able to use them after 
they have hooked to the new 
service. Why haven’t these 
people written letters to the 
extent that they have evi¬ 
dently made phone calls? 
Phone calls may be fast and 
easy, but they are not heard 
nor seen by the public at 
large who could band to¬ 
gether and make a much 
larger noise. 

Another fact that was not 
uncovered until “the little 
black box” was installed, 
was a note of liability that

WHAT HARMS DYES

Dyes are subject to 
many hazards from many 
sources — all of which 
cause fading. 

One of the most in¬ 
escapable circumstances of 
life is heating in the home. 

Essential to food prepara¬ 
tion and comfort, heat often has, unfortunately for 
our apparel and household fabrics, a harmful affect 
on dyes. 

Whatever the source of heat, the resulting 
oxides of nitrogen may affect dyes, cause bleach¬ 
ing, discoloration, fading and even fabric damage. 

One color most often affected is blue and colors 
that contain blue. 

Here’s the point. 

Fading may occur on an entire article of clothing 
or just on an exposed portion of it. The purplish or 
violet discoloration which results cannot be remedied. 
About the only remedy is to redye the fabric. 

It is possible to delay this type fading — some¬ 
times up to the time the clothing is close to wearing 
out — BY KEEPING CLOSET DOORS CLOSED 
AT ALL TIMES. 

When buying you might ask for the “fade re¬ 
sistant” fabrics. These hold their colors longer.

The statement made by that 
certain Sierra Madre Com¬ 
munity Hospital Trustee that, 
in the event the Hospital is 
sold, the proceeds will go to 
Glendora is totally without 
foundation. As stated above, 
this affiliation is to act as a 
cooperative. Should our hos¬ 
pital, as a member of this co¬ 
operative, need funds for an 
interim period, the parent 
corporation will provide such 
funds on a loan basis. In the 
event of a sale or dissolu¬ 
tion of this hospital, its obli¬ 
gation to the corporation will 
be for such loans only. All 
surplus after the loans have 
been repaid to the parent cor¬ 
poration, will be distributed 
by the Board of Trustees of 
Sierra Madre Community 
Hospital in accordance with 
the laws of the State of Cali¬ 
fornia.
